How You Can Banish 


the Stings of Insect Bites

E are at the beginning of the rammer season, 
the time of vacations and outings, the period 
of tho year when the insects thrive. These are 


the pests of the vacation. The insects of air and grass, 
of vine and tree are always watchful and ready to at- 
tack the unsuspecting. 


The most common of these Is the mosquito. This 


insect is bad enough anyhow, with its annoying buzzing 
and stab-like sting, bat, unfortunately, under certain 
conditions the mosquito may carry malaria or yellow 
fever. 
Today, however, we will not consider the mos- 


quito ns a carrier of serious disease, but will regard 
it merely as one of the trying features of summer life.

Gnats, certain flies and other winged iauctn are disagree*W« risiton 
during this season of the year. 


All sort* of prescriptions hav* been4 


»lvnn to ward off these insect pouts. 
Tobacco smoke, smudges of various 
kinds. v!l« smelling compounds, penny- 
royal and other odoriferous m»terlaJ» 
ar* used for this purpose. 
Vaseline, 


cold cream *r other fr«as« may b* 
smeared on th* »kin to protect against 
th« biting ef th* insect*. 
Carbollzed 


vaselln* an* tar ointment hav* been 
employed f*r the same purpose. 


When th* Insects have actually bitten 


the victim, there is considerable itching, 
burning and smarting. 
To give relief 


from the itching, ammonia may b* ap- 
plied. Carbolli*d salve or vinegar may 
help. 
Camphor and lemon-Julc* are 


other remedlea 


Besides th* ItMvCt* that bit* there 


are others that sting. 
Spiders. be«s. 


hornets, cuter-pillar*, beetles, centipedes 
and scorpions ar* among such pests. 


It will help It the sting can be re- 


moved from th* wound. Then ammonia 
or one of th* other remedies may be 
applied. 
Salt will help sometimes. 
It 


should be rubbed into the stuns sur- 
face. 


Oil and soda ar* other remedies. An 


excellent application Is hyposulphite of 
soda, on* teaspoonful to an ounce of 
water. This may be applied repeatedly 
and will stop ths Itching In many case*. 


Hod-bugs. fle*ji and lice are other nn- 


welcomo visitors. 
Their bites may be 


taken care of In the «nm* way as mos- 
quito bites or be* Btlngx.

Sugar Taxes, Government And Private 


r/l 
MOST convincing demonstration of the blessings 


,/X flowing from high protection is presented in the 
Treasury Department's estimate of the tariff duties on 
sugar for the first 12 months of the operation of the 
Fordney-McCumber act. 
Of the total annual revenue 


from the tariff, or $550,000.000, according to the official 
forecast, $183,000,000, or a full third, will come from 
BUgar brot into the United States for domestic consump- 
tion.These tariff duties amounting to $183,000,000, as 
the Tariff Commission testified in its report to President 
Harding, are absorbed in the price, wholesale and retail, 
of sugar, and, of course, paid by consumers. 
In addi- 


tion to what the Government collects in taxes, the Ameri- 
can people pay for sugar produced by the sugar-beet 
growers arid the Louisiana sugar-cane growers prices to 
•which have been added the full tariff rate. And in addi- 
tion they still pay whatever increases in prices are made 
thru manipulation behind the tariff screen. 


So that while the Government will receive $183,000,- 


000 from tariff duties on sugar, because of the tariff the 
consumers of this country will pay many times that sum 
thru the increase in the price of sugar. 


Education In America 


FA RECENT government report on education brings out 
JTJL the fact that in our primary democratic duty of pro- 
viding an educated citizenry we fail woefully. 


Government figures 
on the 
survival percentage 


show that only 86 per cent of the beginning pupils reach 
the fifth grade; almost 73 per cent, the sixth grade; al- 
most 64 per cent, the seventh grade, and about 58 per 
cent, the eighth grade. Only 32 per cent reach the first 
year of high school; 23 per cent, the second; about 17 
per cent, the third, and a little over 14 per cent, the 
fourth year of high school. 


After his fifth 
birthday, the average American 


child spends only one-nineteenth of his life in. scholastic 
preparation for life. 


How does it happen that America, the safety of 


whose institutions depends upon popular education, after 
so many years of a free public school system, makes such 
a poor showing as this? 


One cause of our failure lies undoubtedly in the fact 


that we are so mired in the destructive processes that we 
have very scant resources left for really creative work. 
Of Federal appropriations for the coming year, 58.5 per 
cent go to pay for the wars of the past or to prepare for 
future wars. Two per cent is devoted to research, edu- 
cational and development work. 


The figures ought to be reversed. The primary job 


of a democracy is popular education. If it fails there, it 
will soon fail altogether.

N his "Popular Astronomy" Camille Flammarion com- 


pares "the stupendous motions of the heavenly bodies 


•with the "insignificance of human life." 


He tells us how enormously big are the suns, at 


what inconceivable distances they are placed from us 
and from each other, and the terrific velocity with which 
they fly thru space. It is impressive, of course. But size 
and speed are not the greatest things in the universe, for 
all that. 


Consciousness is greater, represents a higher devel- 


opment of natural forces, than mere bulk and mechanical 
movement. Man knows quite a lot about the stars; what 
do the stars know about him ? 


Man is able to measure the stars, and weigh them,
